Narrative: On June 22,2016, Risk Manager Janet Hayes spoke to me about a claim being made by Charles 
Huntsman Bkg #2937692). Huntsman was booked into the IRC on May 6,2016. He was arrested 

by Newport Beach Police Department for DUI. Huntsman Claims that deputies used excessive force and broke 
his arm during the booking process. He made a claim for $10,000 through his attorney. 

Admin Manger Hayes told me she obtained and watched the video. She believed force was used but she could 
not locate any documentation, such as Use of Force, DRs, etc.. I told her I would review the video. 

The video shows the following: On May 6, 2016, at about 0145 hours. Huntsman Is brought Into the booking 
area. Deputies Dean and McIntosh begin to search and process him. During this time. Deputy Dean appears to 
become irritated and seems to be losing emotional control. At one point he violently throws one of 
Huntsman's shoes. Deputy Giummo Is in the area monitoring the process. Apparently, the decision is made 
that he is delaying the process and Deputies Dean and Giummo escort him to a cell across from triage. Both 
deputies use rear wrist locks to control Huntsman. However, Deputy Dean appears to puii Huntsman's arm in 
an awkward and extreme manner behind his back. Well out of the norm for a controlling rear wrist lock. 
Deputy Dean then steps on Huntsman's left foot with each step. Huntsman appears to try to avoid this but 
Deputy Dean waits until Huntsman's foot is on the ground and then steps on It again. This continues all the 
way to the holding cell. They place him in the cell without further Incident. A few minutes later, the deputies 
remove him from the cell and have medical staff look at him. 


I could not locate any reports documenting this event or any Indication that a supervisor was notified.

18m requesting an Internal Affairs Investigation is Initiated on Deputy Dean for the possible violations of the 
following policy sections: 


300.2 POLICY 

It Is the policy of this department that deputies shall use only that amount of force that appears objectively 
reasonable, given the facts and circumstances perceived by the deputy at the time of the event, to effectively 
bring an incident under control "Reasonableness" of the force used must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable deputy on the scene at the time of the incident. Any interpretation of reasonableness must allow 
for the fact the sheriffs deputies are often forced to make split-second decisions in circumstances that are 
tense, uncertain and rapidly evolving about the amount of force that Is objectively reasonable In a particular 
situation. 

1800.1 - General Rules 

1. Staff will only use force In a good faith effort to maintain or restore order. 

2. Staff will not use force maliciously or sadistically for the very purpose of causing harm. 

3. Staff will not use force as a form of punishment. Inmate/Detainee discipline is administered through 

the disciplinary process. 

4. Staff will not encourage Inmate/detainee misbehavior that would result In the use offeree (baiting). 
Taunting or provoking Inmates/detainees Is not permitted and will not be tolerated. 

5. Staff will not encourage or permit Inmates/detainees to exercise force against staff, visitors, or other 
inmates/detainees. 

6. Custody Operations detection canines will not be used for force, control, or intimidation of 
inmates/detainees. 

300.8 IMMEDIATE NOTIFICATION TO SUPERVISORS AND SUPERVISORY RESPONSE 
REQUIRED 

Supervisory notification shall be made as soon as reasonably possible following a use of force. 

1018.33 INCURRING LIABILITY 

1. Members shall exercise extreme caution and good Judgment to avoid occurrences that might 
give rise to liability chargeable against the department, the Sheriff-Coroner, or the County.

12 Case Summary: 

On May 7, 2016, at about 0145 hours, Charles HUNTSMAN was brought into the Intake 

14 Release Center booking area by Newport Beach Police. HUNTSMAN was arrested by Newport 

15 Beach Police Officers for CVC 23152 (Driving Under the Influence). 

1 6 Deputies Wesley Dean and Eric Giummo began the search of HUNSTMAN by the bench 

17 located between the Triage bench area and the Receiving Guard Station. At one point, Deputy Dean 

18 appeared irritated and threw HUNTSMANS shoe on the ground. 

19 The decision was made by the deputies that HUNTSMAN was delaying the booking process 

20 and he was escorted to another cell (H2), across Triage bench area. Deputies Dean and Giummo used 

21 a rear wrist lock to control HUNTSMAN while escorting HUNTSMAN. During the wrist lock, 

22 HUNTSMAN’S left arm appeared to have been injured. 

23 A short time later, deputies removed HUNTSMAN from the cell and escorted him to triage to 

24 have IRC medical staff look at possible injuries.

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Narrative: 

On May 23,2017, at about 1100 hours, Sergeant McCulloch (OCSD Homicide Sergeant) 
assigned this case to me. 

On Tuesday, May 24,2017, at about 0800 hours, I retrieved additional videos from the IRC 
between May 7,2016 and May 9,2016. All dates and times are accurate but the times will be 
approximations for the report. 

Below are the video recordings of camera numbers, camera names, and all activities involving 
HUNTSMAN during his incarceration at the Intake Release Center (IRC): 

/. Receiving Sallyport (C01) - May 7,2016 

At about 0134 hours, Newport Beach police officer Hoo was seen escorting HUNTSMAN 
and another subject through the sallyport and taken to the triage bench. Both subjects were 
handcuffed behind their backs the entire time, but there was no physical contact seen by 
Officer Hoo and HUNTSMAN. 

Between 0143 hours and 0145 hours, HUNSTMAN was interviewed by a registered nurse 
and was escorted to the uncuff area by Officer Hoo after seen by the nurse. 

2. Triage Counter (C02) - May 7, 2016 
Same activites as #1 but a different view. 

S. IRC Uncuff Area (C04) - May 7,2016 

At about 0145 hours, HUNTSMAN is met by two deputies (Deputies Wesley Dean and 
Austin Kinney) by the uncuff bench. Deputies Dean and Kinney conducts a search of 
HUNTSMAN with all three standing in front of the bench. Deputy Dean searches the right 
side of HUNTSMAN while Deputy Kinney searches the left side. HUNTSMAN was 
handcuffed during the search when he was standing upright and was facing the wall behind 
the bench. 

At about 0146 hours. Deputy Giummo walk towards HUNTSMAN, Dean, and Kinney but he 
(Giummo) does not have any physical contact with HUNTSMAN. Deputy Kinney removes 
the handcuffs from HUNTSMAN and shortly after, Deputy Dean pushes HUNTSMAN down 
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to sit on the bench. As HUNTSMAN is removing his clothes, Deputy Dean grabs one of his 
(HUNTSMAN) shoe and throws it towards the triage bench area. 

As HUNTSMAN continues to remove his outer shirts and raises both of his arms, Deputy 
Dean grabs a hold of HUNTSMAN’S left arm while Deputy Giummo grabs HUNTSMAN’S 
right arm and they both pick HUNTSMAN from the bench. Deputies Dean and Giummo 
appeared to be using a rear wrist lock to control HUNTSMAN as they (Dean and Giummo) 
escort HUNTSMAN to another cell (H2). As HUNTSMAN was being escorted to cell H2, 

Deputy Dean is seen stepping on HUNTSMAN’S left barefoot about seven (7) times with his 
(Dean) right foot At about 0148 hours, HUNTSMAN enters cell H2. 

4. IRC Uncuff Area (C04)-May 7,2016 

At about 0153 hours, HUNTSMAN is taken out of cell H2 by Deputies Dean and Kinney and 
escorted to the triage. Deputy Dean had a hold of HUNTSMAN’S right aim during the escort. 

5. Triage Counter (C02) -May 7,2016 

Same as #4 but HUNTSMAN was seen with handcuffs behind his back. 

6. Triage Desk (C43) - May 7, 2016 

At about 0153 hours, HUNTSMAN is escorted by Deputy Dean and he (Huntsman) is seated 
next to a registered nurse. The nurse examines HUNTSMAN’S left arm for about one minute. 

At about 0154 hours, HUNTSMAN is escorted out of triage by Deputies Dean and Kinney. 

7. Triage Counter (C02) - May 7 f 2016 

At about 0155 hours. Deputies Dean and Kinney escorts HUNTSMAN out of triage and back 
into cell H2. 

8. IRC Uncuff Area (C04) - May 7,2016 
Same acitivity as #7 but a different view. 


9. IRC Uncuff Area (C04) -May 7,2016 
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1 At about 1012 hours, HUNTSMAN is taken out of cell H2 and escorted to triage by Deputies 

2 Robert Villalvazo and Gabriel Rodrigues. Deputy Villalvazo has a hold of HUNTSMAN’S 

3 right elbow area during the escort. HUNTSMAN is handcuffed behind his back the entire 

4 time. 

5 

6 10. Triage Counter (C02) - May 7,2016 

7 Same activity as #9 with a different view. 

8 

9 11. Triage Desk (C43) - May 7, 2016 

10 At about 1013 hours, HUNTSMAN is seated next to a registered nurse uncuffed. The nurse 

11 was seen talking to HUNTSMAN. 

12 At about 1019 hours, HUNTSMAN was taken to another room inside triage and was possibly 

13 seen by a physician or another nurse.

15 12. Triage Counter (C02) - May 7,2016 

16 At about 1029 hours, HUNTSMAN is escorted out of triage with Deputies Villalvazo and 

17 Rodrigues. HUNTSMAN is uncuffed but he is holding his left arm, which is wrapped with a 

18 white wrap around his left elbow area HUNTSMAN picks up his clothing from the ground 

19 and escorted to die uncuff area. 

20 

21 13. IRC Uncuff Area (C04) - May 7, 2016 

22 Same activity as #12 but Deputies Villalvazo and Rodrigues are escorting HUNTSMAN pass 

23 the receiving guard station. 

24 

25 14. Receiving Common Area (C07) - May 7,2016 

26 HUNTSMAN is escorted by Deputies Villalvazo and Rodrigues passing the receiving guard 

27 station. 

28 

^29 IS. X-Ray East (C08) - May 7,2016 
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At about 1031 hours, HUNTSMAN is escorted to the photo booth where photos were taVpn of 
him. After photos are complete he is escorted to the X-Ray booth. 

At about 1033 hours, HUNTSMAN is escorted towards the classification area. 

16. Male Photo (C06) - May 7,2016 

Same activity as #15 from a different view. 

17. Class_ICE North (C13) - May 7, 2016 

At about 1033 hours, HUNTSMAN is placed in another cell waiting to be intereviewed by 
Classification deputies. 

18. ClassICE North (C13) -May 7,2016 

At about 1205 hours, a deputy escorts a nurse to the cell and possible medication(s) is given 
to HUNTSMAN. 

At about 1206 hours, HUNTSMAN is taken out of the cell and escorted by deputies 
And walked to an unknown area of the IRC booking loop. 

19. Class (Booth 1-2) [CIS]-May 7,2016 

HUNTSMAN continues to be escorted around the booking loop area. 

20. IDJPM7 (C16) - May 7,2016 

At about 1207 hours, HUNTSMAN is taken to the fingerprinting/Live-Scan booth. 

After the completion of the fingerprints, HUNTSMAN enters cell 

21. Male ID 3PM12 (C22) - May 7,2016 

At about 1207 hours, a deputy conducts the Live-Scan print on HUNTSMAN. Same activity 
as #20 from a different view. 


22. IDJPM7 (C16) - May 7, 2016 

At about 1216 hours, HUNTSMAN exits the cell and enters another booth for fingerprinting. 
HUNTSMAN re-enters the cell to collect his clothes before moving to another cell. 
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1 23. Class (Booth 1-2) [CIS] - May 7,2016 

2 At about 1217 hours, HUNTSMAN walks inside cell #PM-9 for a short time before exiting 

3 and entering cell #PM-5. 

4 

5 24. Class (Booth 1-2) fCISJ - May 7, 2016 

6 At about 1509 hours, HUNTSMAN enters the classification booth #1. 

7 At about 1514 hours, HUNTSMAN exits the classification booth and enters cell #PM-8. 

8 

9 25. W_PM7 (C16) - May 7, 2016 

10 Same as #24 from a different view. Shows HUNTSMAN entering Classification booth #1. 

11 HUNTSMAN was the only person inside the booth. 

12 

13 26. Class (Booth 1-2)[CIS]-May 7, 2016 

14 At about 1854 hours, all inmates are taken out of cell #PM8; including HUNTSMAN and 

15 they walk to a different cell. 

16 

17 27. ID_PM7 (C16) - May 7, 2016 

18 At about 1856 hours, HUNTSMAN enters cell #PM 16. 

19 

20 28. Housing Hold_PM16 (Cl 8) - May 7,2017 

21 Same as #27 with a different view. 

22 

23 29. Housing Hold_PMlS (Cl 7) - May 7, 2016 

24 At about 2007 hours, HUNTSMAN and other inmates are taken out of cell #PM-16 and enters 

25 another room (Possibly the shower room). 

26 

27 30. Housing Hold_PM15 (Cl 7) - May 7,2017 

28 At about 2039 hours, HUNTSMAN exits the shower room wearing jail issue clothing and 

^\29 enters cell #PM-18 with other inmates. 

30 
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31. Housing Hold_PM15 (Cl 7) - May 7, 2016 

At about 2234 hours, HUNTSMAN and other inmates are taken out of cell #PM-18 and 
escorted to the Central Men’s Jail Complex; where HUNTSMAN will be housed. 

32. Housing Hotd_PM20 (C19) - May 7; 2016 
Same activity as #31 with a different view. 

33.1RCJCMJ Corridor HI (C77) - May 7, 2016 

At about 1039 hours, HUNTSMAN and other inmates are escorted through the corridor which 
connects IRC and the Men’s Jail. 

34. IRCJCMJ Corridor 02 (C70) - May 7,2016 
Same as #33 with a different view. 

35. IRC CMJ Corridor 03 (C79) - May 7, 2016 
Same as #33 with a different view 

36. IRCjCMJ Corridor 04 (COO) - May 7,2016 
Same as #33 with a different view. 

At about 1042 hours, deputies conduct a search of all the inmates prior to housing at the 
Central Men’s Jail. 

37 i CMJ Vestibule (C81) - May 7, 2016 

At about 2254 hours, deputies conclude the search of the inmates; including HUNTSMAN. 

There was no physical contact during die search. 
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Below are the video recordings of camera numbers, camera names, and all activities involvin g 
HUNTSMAN during his incarceration at the Central Men’s Jail: 

1. 4 th Floor Hallway North (C145) - May 7, 2016 

At about 2254 hours, inmates are seen walking to the south side of the 4* floor hallway. 

Since the video quality was poor, HUNTSMAN was not recognizable from the video. 

2 4 th Floor Hallway North (Cl45) - May 7, 2016 

At about 2300 hours, inmates are seen walking into the Module D/E vestibule but the quality 
of the video was poor and HUNTSMAN was not recognizable. 

3. 4‘ h Floor Hallway South (Cl 52) - May 7,2016 

At about 2252 hours, inmates are seen walking to the hallway and sitting on the floor but the 
quality of the video was poor and HUNTSMAN was not recognizable. The activities on this 
video clip is same as #2 (Men’s Jail) from a different view. 

4. 4 th Floor Hallway South (Cl 52) - May 7,2016 

At about 2300 hours, inmates are seen picking up their bedroll and walking into different 
vestibules. HUNTSMAN is not recognizable due to the quality of the video. 

5. Module E North Alcove (CMS) - May 7,2016 

At about 2258 hours, inmates walk through the alcove area of Module D (21/22) with their 
bedrolls. HUNTSMAN was not identified in this video clip. 

6. Module E North Alcove (C148) - May 7,2016 

At about 2301 hours, it appears HUNTSMAN walks into the alcove area of Module D (21/22) 
and through the door while holding a bedroll with his right arm. 


7. Module E North Vestibule (Cl 55) - May 7,2016 

At about 2258 hours, inmates walk in from the 4 111 floor hallway into die Module D/E 
vestibule and sits on the floor. HUNTSMAN was not identified in this video clip. 
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& Module E North Vestibule (C15S) - May 7,2016 

At about 2301 hours, HUNSTMAN walks in the Module D/E vestibule and sits on the floor. 
HUNTSMAN does not have any physical interactions with any other inmates or deputies 
during this time. 

At about 2303 hours, HUNTSMAN and the other inmates pick up their bedolls and enters the 
Module D Tanks 21/22 cell door. 

9. Module D Tank 22 Dorm West (Cl63) - May 7, 2016 

At about 2300 hours, this video clip shows the actual dorm where HUNTSMAN was housed. 

No one identifiable was shown on the video. 

At about 2329 hours, deputies turns on the light inside the dorm and conducts a check by 
walking along the tier. The lights turns back off at about 2332 hours. 

10. Module D Tank 22 Dorm East (Cl 61) -May 7,2016 
Same as #9 with a different view. 

11. Module D Tank 22 Shower (C165) - May 7,2016 

The shower area video was from 2300 to midnight. The video did not show any faces of the 
inmates. 

12. Module D Tank 21 Dayroom (C166)—May 7,2016 

At about 2300 hours, about five inmates are in the dayroom. HUNTSMAN was not identified 
in the video. 

13. Vestibule area between the IRC and the Central Men’s Jail (Unknown camera number) 

On May 9,2016, at about 0150 hours, HUNTSMAN is seen walking towards the IRC from 
the Men’s Jail. HUNTSMAN has a white sling supporting his left ar m. 

14. Tunnel connecting the IRC and the Men's Jail (Unknown Camera Number) - May 9,2017 
A continuation video clip from #13. 
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15. Tunnel connecting the IRC and the Men’s Jail (Unknown Camera Number) - May 9,2017 
Continuation video clip from #14 

16. Tunnel connecting the IRC and the Men’s Jail (Unknown Camera Number) - May 9,201 7 
Continuation video clip from #15 

17. Tunnel connecting the IRC and the Men’s Jail (Unknown Camera Number) - May 9,2017 
Continuation video clip from #16 

18. Camera at the IRC (Unknown Camera Number) -May 9,2017 

At about 0153 hours (5-9-16), HUNTSMAN is seen walking towards the door that leads to 
the release area at the IRC. 

All videos were booked at the Santa Ana Evidence locker.

On 5-6-16 at approximately 2232 hours, I was working uniformed patrol in a fully marked patrol vehicle with my 
partner. Officer Maroney. We were conducting directed DU1 enforcement and responded to the area of 23rd Street 
and West Ocean Front to assist Officer Biagi with a DUI investigation. We arrived on scene and contacted Officer 
Biagi. He related that he had stopped Charles Huntsman for various vehicle code violations and upon contact, 
observed that he was suffering from several objective symptoms of intoxication. Refer to Offcier Biagi's 
supplemental report for further details. 

i contacted Huntsman while he was seated on the curb next to a Vespa scooter. Huntsman was exhibiting several 
objective symptoms of intoxication. He had red/watery eyes, slurred speech, trouble understanding simple 
instructions and admitted to drinking alcohol prior to driving. Based on Huntsman's signs of intoxication and 
statement of drinking prior to driving, I requested that he submit to a series of field sobriety tests (SFST s). Prior to 
having Huntsman complete any tests, I asked him several questions from NBPD form 5.1.2. Refer to attached for 
further details and Huntsman's answers. 

1 instructed Huntsman that I would first explain the SFT's, demonstrated them and then ask him to make sure he 
understood them. I told Huntsman to not start any of the tests until he was instructed to. Huntsman stated that he 
understood and I instructed him on the first test. 

The first test that Huntsman completed was the Horizontal Gaze Nystagamus test. I observed that Huntsman had a 
lack of smooth pursuit, distinct and sustained Nystagamus at maximum deviation and Nystagamus prior to 45 
degrees of onset. Huntsman also had trouble keeping his head still during the test, he stopped following the tip of my 
pen towards the end of the test, and had a distinct 2-3 " upper body sway during the test 

The second test conducted was the Modified Rhomberg Test. Huntsman got into position prior to being instructed 
to, developed an eye flutter during the test and had a 2" circular upper body sway. His 30-second estimation took 33 
seconds. 


The third test conducted was the walk and turn test. Huntsman was unable to stay in the instructed position while I 
explained the test. During the instruction period. Huntsman also had to raise his hands in an attempt to maintain his 
balance. During the test. Huntsman had a consistent 3-4" gap between his front foot and back foot and had to raise 
his arms out from his sides for balance. On his fourth step of the first nine, Huntsman stepped off line to the right to , 
prevent from losing his balance. He then completed the 9 requested steps, but said "That's ten," thinking he did ten 
steps. Huntsman completed the 9 return steps without touching heel to toe. He also did not stay in a straight line and 
had to raise his arms out from his sides for balance.

The next test that l requested Huntsman complete was the one leg raise. Huntsman started with his right leg, rose it 
only 2-3" off the ground, developed a noticeable 2-3" circular upper body sway, and had to raise his arms out from 
his sides for balance. On die count of 2, Huntsman had to put his foot down to prevent from falling and then stated 
he was not going to continue the test 

At this point, I requested that Huntsman take a voluntary preliminary alcohol screening test. Huntsman agreed to 
take die test and provided one breath sample. The breath sample returned as a .22 BAC. When t attempted to obtain 
a second breath sample from Huntsman, he declined the test See attached printout for results. 

Based on Huntsman's performance on the SFSTs, his statements, and objective symptoms of intoxication, 1 placed 
Huntsman under arrest for violating 23152(a/b) CVC - DUI Alcohol. Huntsman was placed in handcuffs and sat on 
the curb. I informed Huntsman of the Implied Consent rule and he chose breath. Huntsman's results of the Breath 
test were a .24 BAC at 2315 hours and a .23 BAC at 2318 hours. I also informed Huntsman of the Trombetta 
advisement. He did not wish to provide an additional blood sample. 

Officer Hoo responded to the scene and transported Huntsman to the NBPD jail where he was booked in on the 
listed charges. Huntsman's vehicle was towed from the scene. Refer to Officer Biagi's supplemental report for 
further details.

At about 1352 hours, I spoke with Wesley Dean. I read Deputy Dean the four questions on 
the Miranda Card. Deputy Dean answered, “Yes” to all four questions and he (Dean) invoked his 
Fifth Amendment privileges. 


Interview of Deputy Gabriel Rodrigues 

At about 1355 hours, I spoke with Gabriel Rodrigues who told me he was unable to recall the 
incident involving HUNTSMAN. 

Interview of Deputy Austin Kinnev 

At about 1411 hours, 1 spoke with Austin Kinney who told me the following: 

Deputy Kinney remembered when HUNTSMAN came into the jail (IRC). HUNTSMAN was 
verbally uncooperative to medical staff and deputies as soon as entered the IRC. 

Deputy Kinney assisted Deputy Dean with the physical search of HUNTSMAN at the uncuff 
area by the bench. He (Kinney) recalled uncuffing HUNTSMAN but did not recall Deputy Dean 
pushing HUNTSMAN down on the bench. Deputy Kinney recalled Deputy Dean throwing 
HUNTSMAN’S shoe but he (Kinney) did not know the reason why the shoe was thrown. 

During the search, HUNTSMAN became uncooperative and Deputies Dean and Giummo 
escorted HUNTSMAN to a holding cell while using a rear wrist lock. HUNTSMAN never 
complained of pain when Deputies Dean and Giummo grabbed him (Huntsman) and he (Kinney) 
never heard a popping sound or a bone breaking sound either. 

After HUNTSMAN was placed in the holding cell, Deputy Dean and he (Kinney) had a 
conversation. During the conversation. Deputy Dean mentioned that he heard a popping/cracking 
sound from his (Huntsman) arm. Deputies Dean and Kinney went back to the holding cell and 
escorted HUNTSMAN to triage to be examined by medical staff. The nurse actually told Deputies 
Dean and Kinney there was nothing wrong with HUNTSMAN after examining his arm. 

HUNTSMAN never complained of pain until he was seen by the nurse and returned back to the 
holding cell. Deputy Kinney only escorted HUNTSMAN to the triage once and he (Kinney) did not 
have any other interaction with HUNTSMAN afterwards.

4 On Monday, April 24, 2017, at about 0937 hours, a deposition of Wesley DEAN (OCSD 

5 Deputy) was taken on behalf of the plaintiff (Charles Huntsman and his attorney Darrell York). The 

6 deposition was held in Pasadena, CA (170 South Euclid Ave.). The following people were present 

7 during the deposition: Darrell YORK (Huntsman’s Attorney), Zachery SCWARTZ (Deputy Dean’s 

8 Attorney), Deputy Wesley DEAN, and Brittany PEREA (LA County Court Reporter). 

9 The following is a synopsis of the transcript. It is not verbatim, nor necessarily in order of 

10 conversation, and is organizedfor the purpose of clarity. For complete details, refer to the actual 

11 transcript. 

12 On May 6th/May 7th. 2016, Deputy DEAN was assigned to the uncuff area at the Intake 

13 Release Center (IRC) and stated the following: 

14 HUNTSMAN was transported to the IRC by Newport Beach Police. HUNTSMAN was 

15 uncooperative by not following directives, was fidgety, cursing, and looking around. Deputy Dean 

16 thought HUNTSMAN was passive aggressive and was not following directions given by deputies 

17 during the initial search of HUNTSMAN (Spreading of the feet, looking straight at the wall, 

18 removing articles of clothing, etc.). 

19 The initial search of HUNTSMAN was conducted by Deputies Giummo and Dean. During 

20 the search, HUNTSMAN was refusing to sit down (On the bench) and was “mouthy” towards the 

21 deputies. HUNTSMAN was cursing at the deputies and refused to “go with the program.” When 

22 Deputy Dean told HUNTSMAN to sit down on the bench, HUNTSMAN refused and eventually was 

23 forced to sit on the bench by Deputy Dean. 
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1 During the search, Deputy Dean became agitated by HUNTSMAN and threw his (Huntsman) 

2 shoe to the side. HUNTSMAN continued to curse at the deputies and said, “Motherfuckers, you ain’t 

3 shit.” HUNTSMAN was never physically assaultive towards any deputies during the time he was in 

4 jail. 

5 After the search, Deputies Giummo and Dean, escorted HUNTSMAN to the front the IRC by 

6 placing his (Huntsman) hands behind his back. Deputy Giummo was on HUNTSMAN’S right side 

7 and Deputy Dean was on the left. A control hold was used to get a better grip of HUNTSMAN but 

8 Deputy Dean stated the hold was not an academy approved control hold; it was more like a modified 

9 rear wrist lock. 

10 HUNTSMAN was not cooperating during the escort and Deputy Dean had to use a pain 

11 compliance hold. During the escort to the front cell. Deputy Dean deliberately stepped on 

12 HUNTSMAN’S barefoot six times due to agitation. Deputies Giummo and Dean had a control hold 

13 of HUNTSMAN during the escort to the holding cell. Once HUNTSMAN was escorted to the 

14 holding cell, Deputy Dean felt and heard a pop in his (Huntsman) arm. HUNTSMAN did not scream 

15 or yell. 

16 Deputy Dean returned to HUNTSMAN’S cell to check on him (Huntsman) from what he 

17 (Dean) felt from Huntsman’s arm. 

18 As Deputy Dean was escorting HUNTSMAN to the medical staff, he (Huntsman) said, “You 

19 motherfuckers broke my arm.” HUNTSMAN was seen by medical staff couple of times afterwards.

21 Towards the end of the transcript, Darrell YORK got more detailed with Deputy Dean while viewing 

22 the video from the IRC. See the transcript for further details.
